friends and career, a doctor’s appointment may not be a 
top priority for women. But checkups are integral to breast 
cancer prevention,” says Dr. Steven Quay, Chairman, 
CEO and President of Atossa Genetics and inventor of the 
ForeCYTE Breast Health Test.
